RULES 




OBJECT - The object of this game is to have more money than 
you're forced to spend. In other words, you have to keep 
from going broke. Any number of people can play (within 
reason). And don't forget a token of some kind so you know 
where you are. 

START THE GAME - Distribute $250,000 in money to all who 
are playing. (If you're using real money instead of ours, tie all 
players feet together so they won’t run away.) Now each 
player rolls the die once, with the highest roll going first. 

HOW TO PLAY - As it becomes a player's turn, he rolls the die 
and moves around the board the amount of spaces shown on 
the die. For the most part, simply do whatthe instructions on 
the spaces say. 

BUYING PROPERTY - If you land on a piece of property that is 
unowned, you may buy it. Simply pay the amount stated. 

LANDING ON PROPERTY ALREADY OWNED - If you land on 
previously purchased property, you must pay the owner the 
amount stated on the deed. 

ENTERTAINME - When landing on an “entertainment” 
space, pick a card from the pile. It will either have you pay for 
entertainment, get paid for entertaining or maybe they'll just 
entertain you. 

SERVICE - If you land on one of these, you must pick a Service 
Card and follow its instructions. 

- Persons landing on Jail square must pay $50,000 upon 
his next turn. This is called a pay-off or bribe. You then are let 
out and all records will be burned. However, you may elect to 
roll the die before paying. Should you roll a 6, you are outfree 
of charge for finding a loophole in the law. If you throw the 
dice and fail to roll a 6, then you pay twice the fine —SI 00,000 

GO DIRECTLY TO JAIL - Do what it says and don’t collect the 
S20.000 either. 

FREE PARKING - Pay $10,000 to bank. You should know by 
now, when there's inflation, nothing’s free.
